Nixon Journey 

We can turn to the Nixon jour- 
ney. He was, for example, quietly 
received in Eucador. But Presi- 
dent Ponce informed him that his 
country “constantly was receiving 
offers of help from Communist 
countries.”” He singled out the 
latest. The Russians had offered 
to build a factory and to take as 
payment tropical agricultural 
products for the plant and ma- 
chinery which went into it. 

What can we do? 

We can invest more in foreign 
nations which are trying to build 
their free economies. The British 
invested heavily in this country 
after we had won freedom in 1776 
and 1816. Without this we would 
not have as speedily developed 
our industrial processes. 

There is a bill before Congress 
creating a ‘‘developing loan.” It 
is for 625 million. All its loans 
are to be repaid. Congress is 
about to cut it. Dean Acheson 
and: others experienced in this 
matter say it should be doubled. 
The amount 
spend per year on cocktails and 
cigarettes, so let's not argue we 
can’t afford it. 

The World Bank is doing a 
remarkable job—and getting back 
all its loans . . . and this should 
be expanded to help smaller 
countries in more desperate need. 

We must be sure to pass a 
mutual trade bill . . . and the out- 
look for this is dark. The western 
world, and free economies, cannot 
survive unless they prosper. They 
can do so only by trade. 

The Soviet turn-about on Yugo- 
slavia and the almost sullen 
silence of the Poles indicate 
Moscow still has a domestic 
problem. We can circumvent the 
Communist world if we act forth- 
rightly. Communism will not win 
unless we default.

Permanent injunctions against 
Lockheed Aircraft Corp. and the 
striking machinists union were in- 
voked Tuesday night by Cobb Su- 
perior Court Judge James T. Man- 
ning, who declared:

The meeting lasted for about 
an hour and a half, a Lockheed 
spokesman said, and 
journed about 10:30 p.m.

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Main Roads Get 
Belated Attention 


Announcement by Gov. Griffin that 
a large part of Georgia's share of addi- 
tional federal road funds recently voted 
by Congress will be used to repair and re- 
surface some of the state’s main highways 
comes as welcome news. 

Condition of many of these roads has 


been a source of public irritation for a 
number of years. It also has made Geor- 
gia a target of criticism from tourists and 
travel agencies. Lack of maintenance and 
heavy wear on roads not built for such 


traffic have made of them a patchwork ot! 


uncertainty unsuited to dGgemands made 
upon them. 

The Constitution has said consistently, 
that Georgia's system of road . building 
and maintenance is not geared to to- 
day's needs. 

Too much emphasis has been placed 


upon miles of roads paved—under politi- 
eal pressure and to fulfill political prom- 
ises—without thought that poor quality 
paving today becomes tomorrow's main- 
tenance problem. And when maintenance 
is not forthcoming, the road crumbles and 
a complete rebuilding is the only method 
of salvage. 

Then, too, instances cf waste and lack 
of a workable formula in locating roads 
themselves have cost the state dearly. 
Surely no one can condone such laxities 
as have come to light in recent weeks 
of misuse of convicts, paving private 
roads and parking areas, violations of 
contracts, paving roads without a firm 
contract. misuse and misplacement of 
state-owned highway machinery, lack of 
supervision and inspection on state-aid 
contracts, etc. 

t is quite revealing to have Gov. Grif- 
fin say his administration is being blamed 
for practices which had their start in 
previous administrations. He merely sub- 
stantiates the point that Georgia’s meth- 
ods of getting the people out of the mud 
has been a costly and extravagant process. 


If, as one Georgia editor has said in 
defending the Baxley episode, these prac- 
tices have been going on for 25 years, no 
wonder our main thoroughfares are faulty 
and dangerous and that the rural roads 
program has been so abused. 

It seems to us that our whole ‘highway 
setup must be restudied and brought into 
line with basic needs and our capability 
to meet them. We need good roads but we 
also must keep them up after they’re 
built. There’s no excuse to go on forever 
spending good money after bad. 


Thanks to the federal government for 
coming to the rescue, our main highways 
are to get delayed attention. But in the 
years ahead our road problem will be- 
come worse unless determined steps are 
taken to. establish a plan and purpose 
about where we are going.

Insurance I nvestigatio n 


Has Been Quite Fruitful 


The special legislative committee in- 
vestigating fire and automobile insur- 
ance rate increases is preparing to draft 
recommendations which give promise of 
being highly constructive. 

Establishment of a separate depart- 
ment, divorced from jurisdiction of the 
comptroller general, to administer in- 
surance matters is expected to be one 
of the most important proposals. 


Such a setup should prove to be much 
more effective than the present arrange- 
ment. The comptroller general, engaged 
as he is in exercising authority over a wide 
variety of state affairs, does not have suf- 


ficient time to handle insurance prob- 
lems, too. 
Other recommendations under con- 


sideration would require public hearings 
before any future insurance rates can be 
increased and would prohibit any state 
insurance department personnel from 
working for private insurance companies 
or holding stock in them. 


These changes would remove some of 
the major objections that have arisen 
over the ways in which the state insur- 
ance office has been operated. They can 
be made to work to better advantage of 
both the public and the insurance in- 
dustry.

In Caracas, Venezuela, Communist 
hoodlums, aided and abetted by street 
riffraff, revealed their great culture and 


good manners by spitting and jeering at 
Vice President Nixon. 

In Beirut, Lebanon, which is about 
equally Christian and Arab, outside agi- 
tators from Cairo and Syria have led local 
political elements in what now has de- 
veloped into a civil war against the gov- 
ernment. Because the government is and 
has been pro-West, U.S. libraries have 
been looted and burned and the U.S. em- 
bassy subjected to hostile demonstrations. 

In Algiers, French demonstrators 
sacked a U.S. information office and 
pulled off an anti-U.S. mob scene. 

In Caracas the Communists, acting on 
advice from Moscow, have joined party 
members in other Latin countries in 
shrieking, insulting acts against the vice 
president of the United States. 

The Communists very much want the 
Congress of the United States and the 
American people to become as isolation- 
ist as possible. They want us to withdraw 
trade and aid. They wish this because 
they already are moving into South 
America with offers of factories, trade and 
credit at a lower rate of interest than 
may be obtained from us. 

To attack the vice president in this 
manner is a measure of Communist char- 
acter but it also is a measure of their 
shrewdness. They seek really to infuri- 
ate the American people against South 
Americans and they will succeed to some 
extent. 

But in Algeria it is a French demon- 
stration against the United States. The 
Algerian French believe, not without rea- 
son, that the United States wants France 
to grant autonomy to Algeria. Officially 
we have no such position. Unofficially 
we think it is the only possible answer for 
France. 

All this points to one thing. 

We are a major world power—one of 
two. We can no more escape involvement 
in world affairs than we can avoid death 
itself. Our very power and size make it 
impossible to ignore us... or for us to 
ignore others. 

We must participate in world affairs 
or permit the Communists to take over.

Gov. LeRoy’ Collins is one of the na- 
tion’s better governors. Affairs in his na- 
tive state, Florida, reflect the fact of Gov. 
Collins’ character, his integrity and abil- 
ity. He has cheapened neither his state 
nor himself with demagoguery. 

In an extremely well done article for 
Look magazine Gov. Collins discusses the 
South and the Little Rock crisis. He 
places some blame on Gov. Faubus and 
the President. He says Mr. Eisenhower 
erred in not having acted before the 
problem reached the crisis state. This 
seems to us, if Gov. Collins will pardon 
us, to be a not quite logical criticism. If 
the President had in any manner inter- 
vened in Arkansas ahead of the crisis he 
would have been denounced for seeking 
to tell a state what to do. 

As a matter of fact the President did 
seek to prevent a crisis by meeting with 
Gov. Faubus at Newport, R.I. And the 
governor left there saying he accepted the 
Supreme Court decision as law. 

The real fault lies, Gov. Collins thinks, 
in the fact the Supreme Court has acted 
in the legislative field. There are others 
who have argued this position. If it be 
true, there is the reasonable explanation 
that Congress has, by its almost century- 
old lack of action in this field, created a 
vacuum which the nature of the twenti- 
eth century and its emphasis on the Bill 
of Rights required to be filled. 

Certainly the idea of fact-finding to 
determine the true nature of a situation 
could prevent recurrences of future Little 
Rocks as the governor suggests. 

But the article is an excellent one, 
reasoned and forthright. That a magazine 
should have had the enterprise to obtain 
it indicates a certain failure on the part of 
Southern leaders. While there is plenty of 
violent demagoguery, there is too much 
of a vacuum of honest discussion in our re- 
gion. But it is good to read such debate 
wherever it may be found.

Let 85th Congress Expedite 
Much-Needed Legislation 


The security of the United States—economic security, military se- 
curity and political security—is the basic issue before the 85th Congress 
as it moves toward the close of its second session. 


It is no exaggeration to sav 
that in these next few weeks 
questions vitally touching our na- 
tional existance will be under de- 
bate and the way in which the ad- 
ministration and Congress an- 
swer them will deeply affect the 
future of our own country and of 
the world. 

In his trenchant—and, despite 
the circumstances, nonpartisan— 
speech before the Republican Na- 
tional Committee last week, Pres- 
ident Eisenhower focused atten- 
tion on three of these questions. 
Each emphasizes one aspect of 
our security — though we must 
never forget that security, like 
liberty and freedom, is indivis- 
ible. 

Reorganization of the Defense 
Department to establish greater 
integration of the services and 
unification of planning is essential 
to our military security. 

Passage of a foreign aid bill 
that is in no appreciable degree 
smaller than the one requested 
by the President is essential to 
our political security. 

And continuation of the recipro- 
cal trade act that for more than 
20 years has been the cornerstone 
of our foreign commercial policy 
is essential to our economic se- 
curity. 

These three measure are so im- 


- portant and have so little of parti- 


sanship in them that it was nat- 
ural for the President to concen- 
trate upon them. They must not 
fail. While honest men can’ and 
do disagree on the merits of these 
bills, the country cannot afford 


to have personal bickering, local 
pressures, party rivalries or pro- 
fessional jealousies interfere with 
their progress through Congress. 
More than that, strong political 
courage will be needed to push 
them through. 


To fight the recession by crip- 
pling the reciprocal trade bill 
would be like throwing gasoline 
on a fire to extinguish it. But 
there are sensible ways of trying 
to restore the economic health of 
this country, and it must be said 
that neither administration nor 
Congress has particularly distin- 
guished itself in seeking them out. 
Tax reduction is still in abey- 
ance, while the most important 
public works programs that have 
been passed do not offer much 
immediate stimulus. One of these, 
the rivers.and harbors bill, the 
President was right to veto, while 
another—the highway act — will 
only be long-range in its effect. 

It is appalling to think of the 
legislation that ought to get 
through before Congress adjourns 
for the fall campaign: Creation 
of an agency for outer space; ex- 
change of nuclear information 
with our allies; regulation of la- 
bor welfare and pension funds; 
a presidential disability law; 

for Alaska and Hawaii, 
and above all these, federal aid 
to schools. No matter what else 
it does, if Congress doesn’t take 
positive action at this session on 
the deficiencies in our education- 
al system, the 85th will have on 
its record an ineradicable blot.

Iron Must Have

At the big Tennessee Products 
and Chemicals Co. plant in Chat- 
tanooga’s heavy industry area, a 
visitor asked a 
worker, ‘What 
do you all make 
here?” The 
worker e 
up from theme 
gray mass ofm® 
metallic slag he 
Ww a Ss pounding 
and said, “I’m 
nott rightly 
sure, but I think 
it’s flavoring for 
iron.”’ 

Flavoring for iron, alloys for 
the foundries and the steel mills, 
that’s what was cooking the other 
day when I visited the big plant 
at the foot of Lookout Mountain. 

The furnaces feed on silica rock 
from the Montgomery, Ala., area, 
on chrome ore from Turkey, on 
the coal which for centuries has 
been an underlying stratum in 
the Cumberland ranges. 

On these and other basics,. the 
terrific heat brings chemical 
change and the ores become sili- 
con metal, chrome and coke. 

The by-product of the furnaces 
is sodium «benzoate and like de- 
rivatives. The by-product of the 
benzoate is hydrochloric acid. 

Looking in on Southern in- 
dustry, as I get to do frequently, 
I have learned that making a 
profit often depends on reclaim- 
ing the chemicals used as cata- 
lysts and on converting what 
would be waste into products that 
se:l. You don’t have to be a manu- 
facturer to do that with time. 

By the way, the charcoal which 
Tennessee Products produces in 
great quantities goes now for the 
most part into back-yard grills in- 
stead of into industry as former- 
ly. The industrialists still burn 
just as much charcoal as ever, 
but the cook-out takes a lot more.

Canadians Resent 


American Attitude 


WASHINGTON—American 


foreign 
leaders are now belatedly recognizing a problem 
much closer to home than the nearest slope 


policy 


of any possible summit. Canada, the large, ordinarily iliaed and 
uncomplainingly reliable associate to the north, is being rediscov- 
ered here. The process is not going on with any rush. In it there is 
none of the drama of our approach to more troublesome—but hardly 


more important—powers. 

And it would be premature to 
suggest that the rediscovery will 
work any concrete or quick im- 
provement between Ottawa and 
Washington. 

The issues on the outside are 
dull and mercantile — and tough. 
This country’s greatest customer 
by far, Canada is deeply put out 
with our trade policies. She par- 
ticularly resents the dumping 
abroad of American wheat under 
the “‘surplus disposal’’ program. 

In a literal sense, this takes 
the bread out of the mouths of 
many Canadians. They, too, grow 
a lot of wheat. 

And on our side some of our 
mining areas are made unhappy 
by Canadian exports here of lead 
and zinc. 

It is sometimes easier to negoti- 
ate a shooting war than to smooth 
out the irritations of trade. For 
any Congress or Parliament lives 
very close to home—and “‘home’”’ 
usually is a term for the im- 
mediate pocketbook interests of 
constituents. 

Thus, only the starry-eyed could 
look for an early solution of what 
is nothing less than an economic 
cool—yes, cool—war between the 
United States and Canada. Still, 
there is a possibility of causing 
some slight rise in the tempera- 
ture. And to this possibility re- 
sponsible Americans are address- 
ing themselves. 

Able people on both sides of 
the border have told our officials 
that an American attitude that 
appears to take Canada for grant- 
ed is doing almost as much harm 
as more measurable matters.

In this 
case, however, it has done the 
next thing by calling as a witness 
a Candian-born American scholar, 
Percy E. Corbett, of the Center 
for International Studies at 
Princeton. 

Now, of course, no grown man 
thinks that this sort of thing alone 
will have any vast meaning to 
the Candians. But the point is that 
it is even being thought about. It 
may be, indeed, that this is a tiny 
beginning of the onset of wisdom 
toward the Candians.

But we are free to 
use our opportunities or to let 
them slip by, to double our talents 
or bury them in the ground, to 
work our vineyard or let it grow 
up in weeds. 

I am free to be good or bad, 
to fill my life with hate or with 
love, to live for self or to live

better or worse, to count for 
something or to count for nothing. 

Because God loves us, He dec- 
sires for us our highest good. So 
God doesn’t just let us go and 
forget us. He throws around us 
protecting restrictions. Tagore 
wonderfully expressed it: “I have 
on my table a violin string. It 
is free to move in any direction 
I like. If I twist one end, it re- 
sponds; it is free. But it is rot 
free to sing.

I bind it, and, 
when it is bound, it is free for 
the first time to sing.” 

God has given to man the gift 
of freedom but also God gave the 
gift of love and love restricts 
freedom. Because we love, we 
are not free to do some things;

He gave 
us laws to live by. They restrict 
some of our freedoms but they 
also accomplish our higher good.

The good that we develop within 
ourselves is the rent God wants 
and expects to collect from us, 
His tenants. 


Let's Make Alaska 
49th State in Union 


WASHINGTON—The 


outlook now is_ that 
Alaska will become the 49th state in the Union 
before the present Congress has run its course. 


The statehood bill has cleared the committees. An early sae a the 
House is in sight. It has been before Congress since 1916 and its sup- 
porters are convinced that at last the votes are at hand to make 
Alaskan statehood a‘reality. Should Congress again say no: 


It would be reneging on the 
most explicit commitment both 
parties ever put into their nation- 
al platforms. The Democrats and 
Republicans have pledged “im- 
mediate statehood” for Alaska. 


It would violate the manifest 
wishes of the American people 
who in a series of public opinion 
polls running from 1946 to 1958 
have increased their support of 
Alaskan statehood from five to 
one to 12 to one. 


It would dishonor the promise 
of the 91-year-old treaty by which 
Alaska became an American ter- 
ritory and in which we pledged 
to give its inhabitants “all the 
rights, advantages and immuni- 
ties of the United States.”” The 
right of self-government is one of 
them. The right to be free from 
taxation without representation is 
another. | 

The more one examines the 
merits of Alaskan statehood, the 


more persuasive the case be- 


comes. 

All may not be familiar with 
such basic facts as these: 

The Alaska People: Eighty-five 
per cent of the Alaskans are of 
the stock of the American pi- 
oneerts who trekked across the 
plains and mountains to build the 
western United States. About 15 


per cent are Eskimos; Aleuts and 


Indians. They are a_ sturdy, 
worthy and resourceful people. 

The Alaskan Population: At 
present it stands at 212,500. But 
the most significant fact is the 
rate of growth. Between 1950 and 
1956 the population increased by 
53,000 or 48.6 per cent. Alaska 
has shown a greater percentage 
population growth than any state. 
in the Union for 17 years. 

At least 22 of our. states had 
fewer people when Congress 
granted them admission. 

The Alaskan Land: Business 
Week puts it this way: “Picture 
a land mass stretching from 
Maine to Florida, frora the Great 
Lakes to the Gulf of Mexico, em- 
bracing 20 eastermost — 
Wrap around it a coastline grea 
er than that of the United aes 
itself and you have an image of 
Alaska, twice the size of Texas 
and one-fitth as large-as all the 
48 states together.”

While Margaret is in class, 
Mrs. Gilreath, a former typ- 
ing teacher, helps the school 
office dispatch letters. 

“Sometimes I have to do 
some of the family’s shopping 
since we don’t have much time 
to shop after we get home,” 
said Mrs. Gilreath. 

Although she spends most of 
the day at the school, Mrs. Gil- 
reath says with a laugh, “I’m 
still a full-time housewife even 
now. Everything operates with- 
out your being there if you just 
work out a system.”

Exercise 


With Diet

Too many dieters make the 
mistake of starving themselves 
thin instead of eating protec- 
tively and shaping up with ex- 
ercise. 

To look and feel like your 
young self, full of bounce and 
vigor, here’s the plan. Don't 
dwell on ‘‘diet;"’ eat for health- 
ly, normal weight and a feel- 
ing of aliveness.

She didn’t talk diet, 
but changed her food habits 
and stopped overeating.

Auto Men Argue 


Against Little Cars 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 
The big auto makers are now publicly re-empha- 

sizing the “party line” defense against small cars 
adopted for press conference purposes a couple of 
years ago. 

But at the same, and with somewhat less public discussion, 
they are doing a bit more hedging. 

Latest utterances in the big car vs. small car debate came 
Tuesday in chamber of commerce speeches by the industry's two 
: “ ©6biggest competitors. 


GM's Chevy Division chief Edward N. Cole 
took a swipe in Buffalo, N.Y., at what he called 


“back seat critics” and asserted that big cars 
are what the American public wants. 


In Lorain, Ohio, Ford’s Ford Division boss 
J. O. Wright argued that “the facts dispute’ 
second-guessers who attribute declining new car 
sales to the industry “either failing to read the 
customer right or... trying to force-feed him 
with the diet we think is best for him.” 


Jim Montgomery Some parts of their talks appear to have 
been prepared by the same ghost writer, sprinkled with almost 
identical phrases also favored recently by other top auto brass. 

Cole, for example, declared that declining auto sales are a re- 
sult, not a cause, of the current economic downturn; Wright, that 
the automobile industry, as in previous recessions, was a victim— 
rather than the cause—of the present business downturn. 

Cole disagreed with criticism that American cars are ‘‘too long, 
too wide, too stylish, too powerful and too comfortable,”’ while 
Wright disputed those who guess there is a “public reaction to big 
cars with plush interiors, high performance engines, chorme deco- 
rations, options and accessories.” 


Cole declared, “I am firmly convinced that today’s American 
produced cars are what the overwhelming majority of the American 
people want, and that their sales will rise as soon as public confi- 
dence in the economy is restored.”’ 


Wright cited sales trend statistics on cars with growing dimen- 
sions and added options to support his contention that the auto sales 
decline results more directly from lack of consumer confidence 
than from any unfavorable reaction to the cars being offered for 
sale by the automobile industry. 


Interestingly enough, neither speaker was quoted as noting what 
was happening to sales of imported economy cars in comparison 
with American-made cars in this country. 

Now it may be that lack of consumer confidence is the primary 
reason that total new car sales in the first quarter dipped from 
1,448,962 last year to 1,116,013 (which is still a whale of a lot of 
cars) this year. 


But that hardly explains why sales of foreign brands (nearly all 
small economy cars) nearly doubled—from 34,069 to 65,645—in the 
same period. 


Nor does it reveal why only one of this country’s five major 
auto producers failed to share in the decline, for American Motors 


Corp. reveled at the time in higher sales for its Rambler ‘from 
22.754 to 29,929) and its British-made Metropolitan (from 2,168 to 
2,248). 


Also, Cole did not mention that GM is stepping up imports of its 
foreign-made Vauxhall and Opel models. 

Likewise Wright, regarding Ford’s foreign vehicles, of which 
the English Ford ranks third in U.S. registrations of foreign models 
with first-quarter volume up from 2,099 a year ago to 5,442 this year.

ree Gold Market 
Inflation Cheek 


By LESLIE GOULD 
NEW YORK—Long term, the big threat is in- 
flation. The inflation is developing at the same time 
most of the world is experiencing a business recession. 
The inflation is out of hand in South America. It is getting so 
in Europe. It is continuing here, though at a slower pace. Here it 
is a walk, compared to a gallop elsewhere. 


The most common “cure” advanced for the 
business recession is more inflation. The United 
States is taking that route with its indicated 
federal deficit of $5 to $10 billion. 


If half the proposals for stimulating business 
here and for helping other parts of the world 
are carried out, the U.S. federal deficit could 
be twice the presently indicated spread between 
the government's income and outgo. 


Then, the U.S. inflation will be 
galloping stage. That could be disastrous.

There is no easy way out of economic difficulties. If the in- 
flationists were right—having that as a perpetual way of life—the 
way to achieve lasting prosperity would be to continually add to 
the money printing presses. That’s been the South American Way. 


The countries which are having more difficult times than the 
United States are pressing for—in addition to more billions in 
“credit”—really handouts—a change in the U-S. Treasury's gold 
buying price. This is now $35 an ounce, compared to the pre- 
New Deal $20.59. 

The pressure {s to increase this price. That would be a de 
valuation of the dollar. It wouldn't cure the things that are caus- 
ing the inflation in other parts of the world, nor here. Such as 
unstable governments, government waste, expenditures on uneco- 
nomic programs and lagging productivity. 


The Russians would cheer such a move. Russia ts a heavy 
gold producer. Thanks to the U.S. Treasury's fixed buying price, 
a floor has been put under the world gold market. It is pegged 
at $35 an ounce, no matter what the volume of sales. 


Russia is financing much of her expansion through gold sales. 
It finances subversion here. It helped, along with U.S. dollars 
illegally obtained by the Chinese Reds, to finance the Korean war. 
It is now being used to finance the very real Russian economic 
drive against the U.S. in South America. 

A devaluation of the dollar through an increase in the Treas- 
ury’s gold buying price would only further the Russians’ game. 
It would be another blunder, ranking with those that have lost to 
the Western world most of Asia and a large part of Europe. 


A free gold market is the answer. Then supply and demand 
would set the price. If the Russians were too heavy sellers, the 
price would go down. 


A free gold market might also serve as a check on the in- 
flationists in Washington. A flight from the dollar due to unsound 
economic policies would send the price in dollars up. 

Another step the Treasury should take is to call in all large 
bills, as was done in the prewar period. The U.S. has outstanding 
more than $30 billions in currency, compared to $7'2 billions pre- 
war. About $10 billions is in foreign hands, including hoarders 
and Communists. A forced turning in of large bills would catch 
the international racketeers as well as the home grown variety, 
including the tax dodgers.

The diamond shift was 
now obvious and East picked 


up two tricks in that suit to de- 
feat the contract. 

A few declarers postponed the 
discard at trick two and ruffed 
'East’s spade return. However, 


diamond and the outcome was the 
same. 

It is quite apparent that on the 
merits of the hand there is no 


‘way to fulfill the contract except | 


‘against the most inane of de- 
fenses. But one declarer hit upon 
a way to steal the hand by capita- 
lizing on the gullibility of West. 

When East won the opening 
lead and returned a spade, this 
declarer discarded a club in 
stead’ of a diamond. The play 
merely amounted to a postpone- 
ment of the eventual diamond 
'sluffs but it conveyed strong 
psychological implications to the 
defense that South’s weakness was 
in clubs. 

Whether it should have done so 
is another matter, but at any rate 
when West was in with the ace of 
trumps he shifted to a club. South 
took this in his own hand, drew 
trumps and discarded two dia- 
monds on the dummy’s long clubs 
to make his contract.
